Mr. Brereton read the onsa staiad by the Ma- 
piatrata, which was to the affect that the ‘quas- 
tion of law for the court to decide was whether 
assuming the opium had been purchased ino fall

Tho Acting Chief Jnstioo—How oan you ray 
he found it ass fact if he did not enter into it?

The appellant offered full 
avidense. What the court had to doal with was 
simply a question of law on tho facts n3 stated.

the rate of $1.80 a ton, and that when tho 
ana arrives the cost of ramoval is to be at- 
tended to by. the, purchaser, recoiva herewith 
$200 bargain money. A limit of two months 
is fixed, within which to change this into a 
contrast for dolivoring whitosand of tho original 
muater; the dealings in -vhich must be with Gai 
Houng-tv'ua and which eanant be sold to an- 
other party,” 4. The platatiii’s claim of $340 ia 
mado up as follows: he olsims the retura of the 
$200 mautioned in tho above dooumont on the 
ground that the principal Wang Yuk-ts'ing hag 
not oarriod out thoagraemont, aud ho also claims 
$140 by way of damages Eor the broach: of theaon- 
traat, ander the following ciroumstyanss ‘which 
he has proved to my satisfaction, Tho plaintiff 
having made this szresmont or memorandum 
with ths defendantand his prinoipal, and having 
asitber previously therets: or contemporaneously 
therewith, made verbal arrangamonts with ono 
Ato’ ‘supply him (Ayow) with sand at

aupplied but on which, had the srrangemaats 
botwoon the: parties -byen carriod out, he 
would have mado a similar profit. I did 
not gather that he made any olaim-in raapact of 
the third lot of 100 tous of sand.

Siz.—Are the Govarnment really ao vary

was unmistakeable, T had heard the rame sound 
onen before while on a yacht, sud I may say 
that no one who has ever listened to tho me: 
Jancholy music of rocks arashing through tho 
bottom of a ship ovor forgote the peculiar noise 
or mistakes it for anything olgo, [rushed ont 
into the saloon and out on the deck and could 
just make out through the miat the dim outline 
of 8 great jagged rock against which the Low 
of our poor steamer was pounding with terrific 
fores. The soa was broaking against it hoavily 
and-dashing the spray almost to the very top. 

It was utterly impossible to ascertain anything 
definitely ‘about our location or condition We 
expeoted the steamer to slide backwards’ off the 
rook at any momont orto roll over her side into 
the sea, ag she was listing ao heavily to starboard 
that one could not stand on desk. We, struck 
the rock at 2.16, and although we were only 
half-a-milo from the NL. Promontory Light- 
houas, the light was porfeatly invisible, and re- 
mainod so until 245 when the Lst officer dis’ 
covered the reflection ou the fog and pointed it 
ont to ua. . By 3 o'clock we saw it quite dis- 
tinatly. For an. hour and ‘a half confusion 
seemed to reign supremys. Captain Petersen 
rushed up on dock and called out twice. “Quar- 
tormastor, Quortormaster,” but no Quarter- 
master answersd. “ Call all hands to cloar away 
the boats.” But “all hands” 4c. the Ningpo 
orew, had fled for their lives, In a, most cowardly 
aud dastardly manner, they scizai the mort ac- 
osvible boat {starboard quarter) out it loose, 
jumped sboard and pushed away iute tho fog be- 
fore they could be stopped. Lt was evidont at 
once that tho‘port boats were all nselasa owing 
to the list of the ship, the starboard qaarter boat 

‘war gone, andthe after lifu-boat was filled at 
onoo with Chinese who’ became paralysed with 
fear and whom no powor could move an ich; so 
tha Ist officer called out; “ Here, all Europeans 
come and help get:this forward life-boat olear ; 
this is your only hops now." All went to work 
with a will under tho direction of 2nd officer Mr. 
Jordan and ohiof engiueor Mr. Pierce, butit was 
very evident that the hoat, was never intended to 
ba used as it took fifteen men nearly an hour to 
got it clear and into the water. Material enongh 
in the way of lumber and oanvas-and ropes and 
chains and awnings was taken off to have built a 
rood-sixed house for ashipwreoked otew. No axes 
or koives were accessible. “I crawled through wa 
dook window intothe wheel house tothe placo where 
axos are always kept on Amorican stoomerx, but 
groped around in vain. The 1st and 2nd Officers 
then secured ‘hatchets from their rooms and the 
rest of us worked with pon-knives. Mr, Sade- 
wasser saw that the water cask was full and then 
proceeded to chop in the pantry door and se- 
oured tive or siz toayes of bread with which wo 
provisioned the boat, Twice we almost gave it 
up in despair; once when she cracked and 
oreaked so that it soomed certain that tho iron 
rings would ‘bo pulled right out of the wood 
work, and ones whan shé got so jammed against 
the iron railing that it was only with tha aid of 
blocks and tacklo that she was moved af all. 

While the life-boat was being got ready several 
Chinese had climbed over the bow and lowored 
themaelves‘on to a ledge of the rock and. an at- 

. tempt was made to gota hawser ‘out and malo 
It fast sronnd the top, which was finally snocess 
fully écoomplished. by the aid of the 3rd engineor. 
Other ropes wore then passed to tho rock and in 
this way mony of the passengers werd transfex- 
red and afterwarda rasoned by the life-boat. I 
was takon off the rock with my little child at 
3.45 by the firat boat. in charge: of 2nd officer 
Jordsu—which also’ brought ‘all the European 

. passengers and most of the Chinese ladies aud 
childron, We pulled-some ‘distanoe away from: 
the wreck and roefs and thon landed on a sandy 
baach about half a mile from the Light-honse, 
Tho quortor-beat was lying there ompty and 
the orev safely perched on top of the hill. ‘Thay 
wore promptly compelled to come doiva and -to 
pall back: to the ship for the remaining pas, 
songors, The boats plied back and forth until 
noarly sixo’clock when all had been safely Janded 
and were boing comfortably cared for by the 
Hight-honso’ kesper of whose kindness to 1a all 
T cannot speak too highly: 

Shoctly after six o'clock a steamer was sighted 
and we hoisted signals of distros and fired 
eight guns from the lighthouse, Sho. turned 
out of hor conraa and.cama towards us and Capt, 
Petorsen went out to berin a boat. ‘She proved 
to be tho Velow, bound from Tientsin to Fone 
koog with rico, and asked two thousand taels to 
take usto Cliofoo, This charge seemed orxocs- 
sivo andas the ungpa of the China Merchants’ 
Co. was expacted ‘the next morning, sho was 
allowed to prooved ou her course and her offer 
declined. During Thursday aid Friday other 
steamers: passe, some yery near, bat wa were 
unable to signal them ou account of tog, Satar- 
day st $.15 p.m. the Tungehow of Butterfield & 
Swire'a line was. sighted, and at 5 o'clock 
reached the Light-house and took all the pas- 
sengers on board, the.oficers and crow remaining 
by the wreck. At the same.time two Chinese 
mon-of-war arrived from Wei-Hai-Woi having 
got word of the accident from the conrier who 
was despatched to Chefoo on Thursday morning. 
About six p.m, on Saturday wa bade good bye 
to the Pautah; she was still hanging. on 
the rock,’ sinking a little all the time. Brery- 
thing aft of tho fannol was Lost, zc. it wont at 
once under water and noone gives any hope of 
baing able fo resone it.
